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THE BIGGEST LOSERS 


It is now obvious that no 
matter what kind of settlement 
is finally reached in the 
steel industry, the biggest 
losers will be the steelwork- 
ers themselves. For this they 
have no one to thank but their 
own labor leaders. Even assum- 
ing the labor bosses should 
eventually get everything 
they demand from the steel 
companies, it will be years 
before the workers can make 
up the wages they have lost 
by going out on strike. And 
long before that time comes, 
their labor-union bosses wil] 


probably call them out on 
strike again. 

It is, of course, 
thing to contemplate the 
power of a single labor-union 


a terrible 


boss. In the steel industry, 
for instance, the head of the 
Steelworkers Union was able 
to throw out of work for many 
months not only the half a 
million members of his own 
union, but hundreds of thous- 
ands of workers in industries 
dependent on steel production. 
And this happened in an in- 
dustry where the individual 
worker has one of the highest 








rates of pay in the country. 

But there is a lesson which 
union workers still must 
learn. It is that complete 
power corrupts. This is true 
whether total power is put 
into the hands of a politic- 
lan, a business executive, or 
a labor-union boss. I do not 
necessarily mean money cor- 
ruption. But when any single 
individual is allowed to be- 
come too powerful, he has 
only one aim —- to retain his 
power. No matter how great 
his concern may once have 
been for the welfare of the 
people he represents, he is 
now ready to throw them to 
the wolves if it means he can 
hold onto his power. 

This is what has happened 
in the case of many present- 
day labor leaders. They are 


no longer concerned about the 
welfare of their members. The 
labor boss, of course, must 
make the workers think he is 
acting in their behalf. In 
order to retain his power, he 
must constantly appear to be 
gaining new advantages for 
his members. But the worker 
ought to sit down once in a 
while and figure out how 
fraudulent these so-called 
“gains” are. He should under- 
stand that whilehehas rights 
as against the employer, he 
also has rights as against 
his union boss. Once he and 
his fellow union members 
realize this, they will also 
realize that their freedom 
and well-being lies in curb- 
ing the power they unwitting- 
ly gave to their own labor 
union bosses. 


DO-GOODERS CAN BREAK US 


Ever since Boss Khrushchev 
pulled his big propaganda 
stunt and demanded that the 
world give up its armaments - 
on Russia’s terms of course - 
we’ve been hearing some pretty 
silly proposals. The trouble 
is, they are not as silly as 
they sound —- because, as 
usual, they involve your hard- 
earned dollars. Unfortunately 
President Eisenhower, who is 
supposed to be a Republican, 


seems to be competing with 
the big spenders and world- 
remodelers in the Democratic 
Party. 

Of course, it is hardly 
likely that there will be any 
real disarmament agreement in 
the near future - unless we 
have gone completely crazy. 
But in order to understand 
how our leaders’ minds work, 
let’s suppose for a moment - 
ridiculous as it may seem - 
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that Khrushchev can be brought 
to an iron-clad agreement to 
cut armaments. Then the Unit- 
ed States government, presum- 
ably, wouldalso stop spending 
so many billions of dollars 
each year on the materials of 
war. The federal government 
each year takes from your pay 
envelopes somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 40 billion 
dollars just for so-called 
“defense” spending. Of course 
nobody is sure how much of 
this fantastic sum really 
goes for defense, and how 
much is wasted, or squandered 
around the world. But suppose 
this sum could becut in half. 
Would the taxpayer get a 
break? If he did, it would 
mean, on the average, a saving 
for each American family of 


about $450 a year. In other 
words, if defense spending 
could be cut in half, each 
American family, on the aver- 
age, could pay $450 less 
in taxes each year. 

But don’t get your hopes 
up. The President has other 
ideas on how to spend your 
tax dollars. Mr. Eisenhower 
was celebrating his birthday 
recently, and he took the 
occasion to make another one 
of those do-gooder speeches 
of his — you know, doing good 
all over the world with your 
money. His idea is that if it 
is ever possible to reduce 
armaments, the money saved on 
arms spending should be used- 
for what? To give some relief 
to the overburdened and in- 
flation-ridden American 
taxpayer? Oh, no - that would 
not do at all. There are too 
many people in the far corn- 
ers of the earth who are much 
more important than the poor 
old sappy American taxpayer. 

The President’s proposal is 
that any money saved on arms 
spending be scattered around 
to so-called “backward” na- 
tions all over the globe. 
Somebody ought to tell the 
President that if we don’t 
quit squandering our substance 
all over the world, we’ ll 
wind up as a backward nation 
ourselves.

OUR STRONGEST ALLY 


GERMANY AND THE EAST-WEST 
CRISIS by William S. Schl ann, 
237 pages, McKay, N.Y. , $3.95. 

Crises in the Far East, 
guerilla warfare inLaos, tur- 
moil in the Middle East - all 
of these disturbances do not 
becloud the major goal of 
Soviet Russia inthe Cold War. 
It is the domination or com- 
plete neutralization of Germ- 
any — the domination of her 
prospering economy, of her 40 
million people and the de- 
struction of her will to 
resist internal subversion 
and external aggression. 

In this book we find an ab- 
sorbing and critical evalua- 
tion of all the factors 
involved in this central 
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ogg of Germany and her 
uture. The resurgence of the 
new and powerful Germany is 
described in vivid terms. The 
dominant role which “ free- 
enterprise capitalism” played 
in the miraculous recovery is 
brilliantly covered. It should 
serve as a true-to-life lesson 
to all those who are decrying 
free-enterprisé capitalism as 
something outmoded - some- 
thing which should be confin- 
ed to the scrapheap. 

But not only the political 
and economic aspects of the 
new German republic are taken 
into consideration. Much can 
be learned from Mr. Schlanmm’s 
book about the cultural life 
in the new Germany, the in- 








fluence of American and 
Western thought (not always 
to the good), about the young 
people of the country, and 
the juvenile delinquency 
problem. The beliefs of the 
newly prosperous man-in-the- 
street are scrutinized; his 
attitudes toward rearmament, 
the West and communism are 
explored. Much that is reveal- 
ed will come as a surprise to 
the average American reader 
who has been spoonfed on the 
limited, superficial informa- 
tion which is available 
through regular news media. 

Mr. Schlamm establishes be- 
yond question that Germany is 
our strongest ally on the 
European scene. But he also 
hoists some warning flags. 
Just as in other Western 
nations, there is a trend in 
Germany toward “coexistence” 
and an “understanding” with 
the Soviet Union which has 
taken hold of many members of 
the intellectual, opinion- 
molding element of the nation. 
This is further complicated 
by the fact that as of now, 
Germany could be reunited 
only on Russia’s terms — and 
with disastrous results for 
the West. Little doubt remains 
that strong desire, although 
it is not too outspoken now, 
for a reunited Fatherland may 
therefore ultimately play in- 
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to the hands of the communists 
unless the United States can 
offer an alternative which is 
attractive to the Germans and 
will permanently tie them to 
the Western camp. Mr. Schlamm 
has some definite proposals 
in this direction which would 
put the United States on the 
offensive in the struggle for 
Germany. These proposals 
would result in stronger ties 
between the two nations. They 
also would give the Germans 
an alternative to the sterile 
concept of neutralism in the 
overwhelming shadow of the 
Red giant in the East. 

The scope and thoroughness 
of this book are testimony to 
the amount of research and 
just plain honest-to-goodness 
thinking which the author put 
into it. His journalistic 
background finds expression 
in a stimulating style. The 
book has sold more than a 
quarter of a million copies 
in West Germany and has start- 
ed a lively public controversy 
there. It can only be hoped 
that GERMANY AND THE EAST- 
WEST CRISIS will receive the 
same attention in America and 
other Western countries. The 
survival of Western civiliza- 
tion as we know it may well 
depend on a solution of the 
German problem in our favor.
